EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Mr. Jeffery Townes on 27 October 2009. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claims 12, 24, and 35, delete the term "a material"; 

In Claim 16, delete the term "computer-readable" in line 1 and replace with --non- 
transitory computer-readable storage-; 

In claim 27, insert "a processor;" at line three following "comprising:"; and 
Cancel withdrawn claims 39-44. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The rejection 
of claims 1 -4 and 7-1 5 as non-statutory under 35 USC 1 01 is withdrawn in view of the 
amendments made in the response filed 17 July 2009. The rejection of claims 1-4, 8-13, 
16, 20-25, 27 and 31-36 as unpatentable over Amovilli et al in view of Novosadov et al. 
under 35 USC 103 (a) is withdrawn in view of the arguments presented in the response 
filed 17 July 2009. The rejection of claims 7 and 30 as unpatentable over Amovilli et al 
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in view of Novosadov et al. as applied to claims 1-4, 8-13, 16, 20-25, 27 and 31-36 and 
further in view of Shivarati et al. under 35 USC 103 (a)is withdrawn in view of the 
arguments presented in the response filed 17 July 2009. The rejection of claims 14 and 
37 as unpatentable over Amovilli et al in view of Novosadov et al. as applied to claims 
1-4, 8-13, 16, 20-25, 27 and 31-36 and further in view of Ewing et al. under 35 USC 103 
(a) is with drawn in view of the arguments presented in the response filed 17 July 2009. 
The objection to claims 1,16, and 27 is withdrawn in view of the amendment to the 
claims presented on 17 July 2009. 

The art does not fairly show a step of coupling caps to form coupled caps. The 
specification guides at [0064] that conjugate caps are coupled to form artificial 
molecular species whose interaction with the second molecule is calculated such that 
the artificial interaction between the individual caps and second molecule is cancelled 
out. The art does not show the formation of an artificial molecular species from the caps 
added to the generated fragments of the first molecule.
